TH E NIAGARA W HIRLPOOL.

B uffa lo, N. Y .f J uly 12.-V e r y few of 
the thousands of people who visited Niagara 
Falls Sunday had any idea that another ad 
venturous man would attempt to swim the 
Whirlpool rspids in which C apt Webb lost 
his life, 
For some time past C. D. Graham 
has been making bis preparations for the 
attempt, but few people, if any, rsallv be­ 
lieved that his couarf» would hold out long 
enough for him to make i t The uabelivers, 
however, were mistaken in the man, and 
about 4 o’clock Sunday afternoon Graham 
started on his perilous voyage, which he 
successfully accomplished. 
Graham had tokd a United Prow reporter 
all about his plans, and stated that he 
would carry them out at the time he did, 
but requested that the time be not giv en in 
publishing the article, for fear that the au­ 
thorities would prevent him in his purpose. 
Accordingly, v ery few were aware of the 
fact, and the banks of the river, whi? h 
would 
have contained several thousand 
more iwople than 
watched Capt Webb in 
his suicidal attempt, contained but a few 
hundreds, and most of these were attracted 
there only by the curiosity and anx iety 
with which those who knew of Graham’s 
intentions wens watching different points of 
the river. 
Graham kept the cask in which he in­ 
tended to make his trip in a saloon in this 
city. 
About 11 o’clock Saturday night he 
loaded it on a wagon and, accompanied by 
several friends, started for the fails. 
They 
arrived there about 4 o’clock 
Sunday 
morning and unloaded the cask at a point 
on the American side of tbo river below the 
falls and eibout 500 rods above tbs cantilsver 
bridge. 
A policeman noticed him after he 
had unloaded his barrel arranging matters 
around his horse and wagon. 
Graham 
looked somewhat anx iously around at every 
approaching person and being afraid of ar­ 
rest bis looks mads his actions still rnora 
suspicious. 
The officer took him for one of 
the Touawanda horse-thieves, and proiqptly 
arrested him. 
His Buffalo friends, how­ 
ever, managed to get him clear with the 
promise that he would appear before the 
justice of the peace Monday morning at 10 
o’clock.

W hen every thing Mas in readiness Sun­ 
day G raham g ot into the barrel and closed 
the manhole a t the top from within. 
A t 
this point of the river the current is very 
slig ht. 
A small boat pulled the tank out 
into the river to where the current could 
catch it and then G raham was started on

caug ht the cask and started it 
f>n tow ards 
the rapids and whirlpool. 
Slowly a t first it 
moved along , then faster and faster, until 
the mad current dashed it on w ith its full 
force. 
The cask bounded up and down over 
the g reat waves, and several tim es turue i 
complete somersaults, but more g enerally 
the wider jx ortion rem ained uppermost, a l­ 
thoug h it tw irled around like a top. 
The 
cask kept pretty well iu the center of the 
river until it reached the whirlpool, when it 
stru k a stray side current and was carried 
swiftly throug h, reaching the w aters bey ond 
ia safety . 
From here the journey was com­ 
paratively quiet. 
The cask 
floated 
on 
tow ards I^awiston rig h t side up, and all 
dang er was passed. 
It was picked up a t 
Lewiston, about five miles below the s ta rt­ 
ing point, and G raham crawled out of the

G raham is a native of Philadelphia,

y ears of ag e and a cooper by trade. 
He is 
a poor m an an l compelled to work every 
day for his living . 
A bout tw o m onths ag o 
he cauie to Buffalo, obtaining em ploy m ent 
m a cooper shop here. 
Ho has traveled 
retty ex tensively , and for a long tim e ha* 
..jd some scheme of this sort on the brain, 
iieiug a cooper, a barrel nat urally sug g ested 
us flf to him as the best means with which 
to swim the rapids. 
All bis possessions 
were put into the barrel, whi h ho con 
true tod himself. 
The barrel was made o» ' 
inch and a q uarter oak staves, wide a t the 
top and narrow up the bottom and shaped 
like a buoy . 
Sand ballast was so fix ed an 
to keep the side of the barrel which G raham 
faced upperm ost 
G raham bung , or rather 
stood, iu a sort of hamrno k made like a 
suit of clothes aud held oa 
to two iron 
handles fix ed a t the side. 
He could livo for 
at least half an hour w ithout requiring any 
fresh air, and by the tim e the air wa> ex ­ 
hausted he vfras bey ond the whirlpool anti 
could pull out tho plug from the little air 
aoie abou- three quarters of an iuch in 
diam eter and g et all the Iresh a ir he re­ 
quired. 
G raham did not m ike a cent by 
tho operation; ha received no i ay and bore 
all tne ex penses himself, being g ia.l for the 
privileg e of being allowed to make tbo g reat 
attem pt.
